AlinoRt Rf ndy for the Oeasas. 

■Washington, Feb. 1.— The work of 
appointing 17.5 census super vi.-.fu-s is 
nearly comjileted by Superintendent 
Porter, lie ha> now prepared uistruc- 
tioris which are de-Mgned to aisial them 
in managing the army of 40,UUU eiiumor- 
ators, w bo w ill U? engaged in collecting 
the statistics under their direction. He 
advises tliein that in the selection of 
enumerators, political affiliations are not 
to be regarded, but men are to l>e select- 
ed for weir fitness alone. Preference is, 
however, to be given to honorablv dis- 
charged soldiers and sailors Ksidug in 
their resjiective districts. 

He directs that the division into enu- 
meration districts should be made by 
rural divisions, and that the boundarv 
lines be clear and immistakeable. In rich 
agricultural re^ons. Superintendent 
Porter states, iJXtO or 8,S(M inhabitants 
may safely be included in an enumera- 
tion district. As settlements become 
more sparse, a smaller number should !>« 
included, i'he s^uiie limit in the num- 
ber of inliabitaiits in an enumeration 
district should be observed in cities 
liuving over 10,000 inhabitants. 

In the opinion of .Mr. I'orter. tbe more 
tjuicklv the ( cnsiis is taken, tbe hfiter it 
will he t.iki ii. an<i so when' twi> e jually 
g(x>d enumerators are to hi- appointed 
who will complete the canva.ss m two 
weeks, he advi.->es that it is l>etter ,to 
divide the work, tluin to liave one 
enumerator at work for a month. In 
the apiK>iiitinent of enumerators it will 
be found advisable, Mr. Porter states, to 
select men who liave had sottie previous 
experience of otUcial duty. Township 
assessors and other local officers, post- 
masters ut small offices, ootmtry physici- 
ans and school teachers are regarded by 
Mr. Porter as likely to prove c ompetent. 
Mr. Porter adds that he is aware of no 
law making women ineligible for 
pointiueiit as enumerators.

I. — A row is now brew- 
ing among the Tory and Unionist 
Orangemen of Ulster, which three tens 
to assume serious proportions and en- 
danger the continued solidity of the 
ministerial rejiresentation for Ulster in 
tbe housu of common:*. The trouble is 
not of recent origin, but lately many 
things have combiiMd tO hasten the in- 
evitable culmination of the lU-feeling in 
an open rupture. 

Mr. Thomas W. Uns'iell. tbe Liberal 
Unionist meinbtr for S<iuth Tyrone, hu-s 
repeatedly given evidence of his inde- 
pendence of party dictation where tho 
policy of tbe government or the trend of 
party interest ran counter to bis con- 
victions, and the attempts of bis i^l- 
leagues to ctill him to account and wnip 
him into line have uniformly been un- 
successful. In a recent apeech Mr. Rus- 
sell, irritated at the servility of the Ulster 
men in blindly following their political 
masters to the prejudice of their own in- 
terests, roiudly denounced them as 
blockheads, ana characterised tho Ulster 
commoners as a party of dead-heads on 
the Conservative train. 

These strictures aroused the ire of Sir 
riiarle> \ '..

Cincinnati, Feb. 1.— John H. Loud, 
real estate agent and speotilator, is a 

fugitive from justice. He fled the city 

last Tnesilav night, taking with liim $.^,- 
740 beloiigin,^ to one of bis clients. NoS 
satisfied w itii the flu ft of the money, ha 
induced the wife of a well known Elns 
street saloon keeper to aooompany him 
in his tli:,dit. 

The suinKJsition is that the guilty 
couple have started for Australia, and 
yesterday dispatches were sent to San 
Francisco and intermedlako points tO ii^ 
tercejit the fugitives. 

Tbe companion of Loud's flight waa 
Ma^', the beautiful wife of Fretlerick 
Hoinsius. the wi ll known licpior dealer 
at 20"J Kim street. Tbe woman is a pro- 
nounced blonde, of petite figure, and 
but !J9 yearsi of age. She is possessed of 
regular features, hazel eyes and a lovely 
complexion. Her face and figure wars 
such as would attract attention at 
time or place. 

The victim of Loud's theft is Charlea 
Frank, living at Jbha and Melanothon 
streets. Soriie time ago Frank condodp 
ad to sell his property sad in ^ome man* 
nar he fell into tns cintohes of John H. 
Loud. The latter toon founu a par> 
chaser in one William Levy, who a g reeA 
to give for the property the sum of 
$5,740 in cash. The price being agreed 
on, tbe next thing tO do was for LsTy tt> 
raise tin- inoiiev. 

He applied to the Superior Huilding 
and lioau company, and the matter waa 
in turn referred to their attorneys, Hill 
and Stryki-r. The loan was successfully 
negotiated and Mr. Stryker, who had 
charge of tiie matter, was authorized to 
pass over the money on preaentatioa oC 

the deed. 

On Tuesday l;wt Loud presented him- 
self at the ottico of Hill & btrvker with 
the deetl t>i the property, duly - signed 
and a<:-kn< iw leged. After examining tho 
paper Mr. Sirvker handed Loud a check 
for $9,740. The check was made payabls 
to John H. Loud, agent for Charlts 
Frank. The deed, witn the accompany- 
ing mortgage, was at once sent to tns 
court house, and is now a matter of rao* 
ord. 

It is ii-eh . lo add tbat I.oud'^ break 
is a '-iirpriM'. He has alw.iys been 
cro(iked. and the surprise lies in the fact 
that Micb an iriespoiisihie party as be 
was known to lie should get legitimate 
employment. It in known tbat he has 
left his wif" in straitened circumstanced. 
The day tojlo-^ i.i - his iligbt a lot of ^;ro- 
ceries were ^cnl to Ihirtwell for li -• fam- 
ily. His liou e in that suburb is heavily 
mortgaged, and the property will now 
probably have to lie sold. 

Last nigb.t dispa*ciies giving a full da> 
scription of the guilt , pair were sent to 
San Franci co, New York, Detroit, To* 
ronto, Canada, and New Orleana, and 
the police authorities hope to intercept 
them. If they have started to Australia 
by way of San Francisco their capture is 
almost assured.

] potatoes .-e^i'iity. Miner, Hrowii and 
[Faulk counties show the lowest yields, 
in the oilier named. Mr. Needham says 
that Miner and Faulk report severe 
drouth, with many needy people. 8iK 
other counties report drouth in oertsitt 
localities, where thins are s few nsadj 
people. 

All the counties but three— Miner, 
Faulk and FAlmunds— report the oonii^ 
abundantly able to take oars crif Its own 
people. Ooe-half of one per cant ot Iks 
total population will need assistance, and 
0 par cent, of tha farmers will be oom* 
palled to buy seed grain on time. Sixty 
per cent, of the farmers have part or lul 
of their . real estate mortgaged, and 5 

Eer cent, have part or sU of tlMdr ahsl> 
»ls mortgaged. 

Three per cent, of the correspondeuts 
report destitution and want caused by 
the drouth, .')(5 report the cause poor 
mana^^emeiit, buying too liberally of 
mai'hinery and oilier gocnls, and MIS re- 
port bigli taxes, high rate of interest, 
usury, eleuitor comiiinalions and high 
freight rates. The rej>ort concludes By 
saying that it is ovideut from the fore* 
going that toother oausea than drouth 
must U- attrihiitt d ths gro st sr poi^ion oi 
the appeals for aiil.

The bill changing the time for examln* 
ing candidates for County Snperintend* 
ent passed. 

The Hoose bill reqairiag the peyment 

of all fines and forfeitnron to the Trustee 
of the Jury Fund was favorably re- 
ported, hot #as raeommittad. 

The bill originating in the House re- 
quiring the grand Joriss to inspect semi- 
annually the lists of Idlotg and lomulcs 
snppoftad by the Stale was defeated. 

Representative Frazee ban introduced a 
bill to amend an act, entitled "An act to 
incorporate the Valley Tnmplke Road 
Company," approved February 20, 1884. 

Speaker Myers announced tbe follow- 
ing committee under the resolution for 

reapportionment of the State : E. D. 
Hardin, W. M. Smith, W. T. Cox, J. W, 
Croan, Arthur Wallace, W. 8. Bailey, 
Geo. B. Kinkead, John H. Welsh, Wal- 
ter Sharpe, R. L. May, John W. Rowlett. 
Lieutenant Governor Bryan appointed 
the following State members on the same 
committee: Senators Smith, McCain, 
Roberts, English and Terry. 

Tbe Senate has passed the following: 

.V hill making It a misdemeanor, punish- 
able by a fine and imprisonment, to go lo 
a place of worship while drunk or to take 

to such a place any iiitoxicatins; Ili'piors 
for the purpose ol using as a beverage; 
tbe bill incorporating the Y. M. 0. A. of 
the State; Mr. Wortham's hill, making it 
an offensa, punishable i)y fine 'of from 
$50 to $200, or by imprisonment from one 
to six months, to an to uny place where 
persons are assembled for worship, in- 
struction or amusement, or to any circus 
or public exhibition, or to the polls on 
election day, cirryinif any concealed 
weapon, otlier than an ordinary pocket 
knife. 

The snlij. ct of the cost of cons' ruction 
and furtlier necessities of tiie branch 
penitentiary was opened up Thursday 
niorniui; in ti e House hy a resolution 
offered by Mr. Gay, of Clark County. 

The resolution was that the House ad- 
j )urn for three days to iMiahlf the mem- 
b(!rs to visit tbe branch penitentiary and 
inspect it, in order that they might un* 
(h-rnland what had been done and re- 
mained to be done when the House came 
to vote on any bill f^r a further appropri- 
lion. "The rcsohitiou uncorked the 
oratory," says the Louisville Times, "and 
a grei t many speeches were made — some 
by gentlemen who thought the ineinhera 
ought to find out what an elephant the 
branch prison is, and others by gentle- 
men who thought the members ought to 
gase upon the jj;rand proportions of the 
half million dollar job and break their 
necks in hante to vote another appropi ia- 
tion to finish it. Incidentally Mr. Weil 
and others raked tbe lessees and con- 
tractors, stating tbat the prison had 
already cost $484,000, and that it was 
still only about half finished. He said 
there were over 400 cells ready for ufte, 
yet only forty-three convicts were being 
kept tliere, and inquired what was tbe 
use of penitentisriss if the convicts were 
still to be worked on railroids. There 
seemed to be such a difference of opinion 
about what was needed that tbe House 
decided to t; ' pee for itwelf, and the reso- 
lution was adopted. Tbe House will 
therefore adjonrn Wednesday, February 
5th, till the following Monday, and many 
of the members, if not most of them, 
will go to Eddyville to inform them* 
selves."

Horse and jsek cards neatly executed 
at the BuLLBTiM job offlo*. 

The Owen News says: "A gentleman 
called at our office Monday, said that he 
would not raiee as much tobaoeothis year 
as usual, but would put a part of tbe to- 
bacco ground in sorghum. Last year he 
raised a quarter of an acre of cane and 
made $50 worth of molasses, had a good 
quantity of fodder from the blades and 
plenty of ohioken feed from the seeds. 
He estimates sorgbua at about $2S0 per 
acre. 

Two of tbe finest crops of tobacco of 
which we heard were raised on the farm 
of W. S. Frai klin. Millard Lowry raised 
a crop of two and one-half acres which 
made an average of 2,454 pounds to the 
acre, and w^ici. was bought by Skinner 
<& Christy at 10^ cents per pound. Tbe 
other, a crop of tour acres, waa raised by 
Geo. Green and made an average of 1,- 
080 pounds and was bought by the same 
firm at 9^ oanta.— Wineheeter Demoerat 

A Chicago paper says: "Preaent prices 
for cattle are uot greatly different from 
those prevailing twelve months ago. 
Tliere is this difference, however, that 
then, as events proved, the tendency 
of the market was downward, while tbe 
present ontlook is most emphatically en- 
conraging— possibly not for an immedi- 
ate adviioce,but certainly for much better 
prices later in the season. Hogs are from

Mulrooney was also Imown to 
have lieen an intimate friend of young 
Drexel before they enlisted, and the 
name which Mulnxjney t<K)k uj)<)ii enlist- 
ing is known to have been inrorv»'ct, as 
he S(H>n got tired of bijiiii; called Mul- 
rooney and a.^ked his t omra lea to call 
him ".Midi. " His real name is helievod 
to l>e llanna. and is father is said to be a 
large dry god l - nicrehanl of ( Idcago. 

The act ol siiiciile on the pHrt *>( tlie 
deceased must have been a ver\ deliber- 
ate one is h*' unbuttoned his coat and 
vest, and \\ hile feeliuirfor his heart with 
the foretinger of his left hand, he ulaoed 
the revolver close to his breast with his 
right hand and fired, the ball passing 
through his heart and shattering the left 
forefinger. 

The following letter found on the de- 
ceased shows clearly the cense of his 
rash act. and also proves that Edward 
J. Drexel knows all about the unfortun- 
ate man.
